Ninety per cent are 
illiterate. Opposition is beginning 
to grow among the 10 per cent 
who can read and write. 


A coffee republic with an agri- 


cultural economy, Haiti is hardly 
ready 
for 
modern 
democracy. 


Perhaps the best it can hope for 
is a benevolent strongman. Tho 
United States turned sour on Du- 
valier not because he is a dictator 
but because.he attempted to use 
U.S. aid for political aggrandize' 
ment. He rejected checks on uso 
of dollar .funds for various aid 
projects. Today, only the old Point 
4 malaria control program is con- 
tinuing. 


Duvalier reflects Haiti's history 


of political chaos. It was so dan- 
gerous in 1915 that the United 
States sent Marines to restore or- 
der. They remained until 1934. 


Duvalier became president in a 


1957 election denounced as fraudu- 
lent by his opposition. The physi- 
cian-politician, who had close ties 
with

Before long he, like many before

About all that everyone has to, 


admit is that, over all, conditions i 
aren't bad at all and that a lot o f i 
people did a lot of unnecessary 
worrying. 


The cnd-of-summcr figures pop- 


ping up almost daily aren't too 
much help, because either side 
can quote them to bolster its 
point. But some of the figures arc 
a surprise, such as the improve- 
ment in manufacturers' profits. 


Most of the statistics show busi: 


ness improving. And yet most of 
them fall short of earlier hopes 
expressed in official quarters. 


That's the rub. This falling short 


has caused much 'of the queasi- 
ness in the stock market, uncer- 
tainty in corporate boardrooms, 
and consumer perplexity. 


Yet the figures show personal 


incomes arc higher, profits have 
increased, jobs are at a record 
high and retail sales are up. 


Plans for the fall season are 


mostly on the optimistic side. Ex- 
pansion and modernization pro- 
grams nrc being announced with 
fair regularity, and some by in- 
dustries that'only a few weeks 
back were complaining the most 
of slack times, the profit squeeze, 
foreign 
competition, 
and 
poor 


prospects. 


Profits after taxes of manufac- 


turing companies in the second 
quarter were the second best on] 
record, the Securities 
and Ex- 


change Commission and the Feder- 
al Trade Commission reports. At 
$4.6 billion they1 were up 1.6 pea- 
cent from the first quarter and 
surpassed only by the $4.9 billion 
in 1959's second quarter. 


The same reports puts manufac- 


turing sales at a record $99.1 bil- 
lion, up 7 per cent from the first 
quarter. Business leaders, how 
ever, stress that while sales hit a 
peak, profits were only second 
best. But the fact that they rose 
sharply 
from the first quarter] 


surprised many who had been 
forecasting1 doom. 


Profits before taxes of all cor- 


porations, including the manufac- 
turing segment, hit an annual rate 
of $50.9 billion in the second quar- 
ter some $800 million higher than 
in the first quarter. The record 
was set in the second quarter of 
1959 at $51.5 billion. 


In announcing these figures the 


Department of Commerce noted 
that the second quarter gain this 
year still left profits far short of 
the $5.5 billion goal which .official 
Washington had set in January. 
The shortness has hurt business 
confidence, and also U.S. Treas- 
ury expectations _ of corporate in- 
come tax collections. 


The Labor Department reports 


that nonfarm jobs rose 225,000 in 
August to a record of 55,744,000. 
But again the rise was short of 
expectations. This was due in part 
to layoffs in the auto industry for 
model changeovers. 


Factory work weeks averaged 


out lo 40.4 hours. But seasonally 
adjusted this was1 six-tenth of an 
hour less than in April. 


Still the total of wage and sal- 


ary incomes rose $300 million in 
August, and other categories add 
ed $fiOO million to bring the! an- 
nual rate to $442.8 billion, a rec- 
ord. 


All of this adds up to prosperity

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Na 


tional Science 
Foundation said 


Tuesday it considered "weather 
modification," its term for rain- 
making, highly feasible. 


The topic became almost a con- 


troversy in Arkansas last month 
when Maj. Homer Berry, a re- 
tired Air Force officer, swept 
through the state in a series of 
rainmaking engagements. 


Berry uncannily predicted the 


time of an inch and a half of 
rain at Little Rock following a 
long dry spell, then accepted con- 
tracts to aid other areas suffer- 
ing from a near drouth. 


Berry has since retired, but 


rainmaking continued a timely 
topic in the state. 


The NSF said in its third an- 


nual report that weather modifi- 
cation is becoming increasingly 
more 
prpbabfe. The workhorse 


chemical used in the venture, sil- 
ver iodide, is the one Berry used. 
But the NSF says its limitations 
aiie unknown! and; this could re- 
sults. 


Research on the subject by uni- 


versities, private firms and govr 
ernment agencies is being fi- 
nanced with federal funds, the 
NSF said.

of purpose among state agencies, 
chambers of commerce and utili- 
ties in seeking industry, obtaining 
more matching funds for federal 
welfare funds, a bi-partisan com- 
mission to analyze the slate's sys- 
tem of agencies and commissions 


• and a single four-year gubernator- 
ial term.
